BAY CITY IS REMINDED 
OF ITS OWN EARTHQUAKE. 


Yesterday’s Tremor 


\ ‘ 
Reports from Smaller Cities Show}. metropolis; Abnormal Heat Noted. 


Not Felt in Northern 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE)* 


AN FRANCISCO, April 21.— 
Today's earthquake in Southern 
California came within three 

days of the anniversary of the earth- 
quake here April 18, 1906, which, 
with a resultant fire which raged 
three days, destroyed millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of property and cost 

scores of lives, the exact toll never 
having been ascertained. 

The weather for the past week, 
as in the year 1906, was abnormally 
warm and balmy. This city felt 
none of today’s shake. 

The 1906 quake was felt along 
some 400 miles of what is known as 


the Ban Andreas Fault. Palo Alto, 
the seat of Leland Stanford, Jr., Uni- 
versity, San Jose, San Francisco and 
Santn Rosa—all grouped within a 
radius of 190 miles, felt that shock 
most . Stanford University 
practically was rebuilt, as was down- 
town San Fran 


cisco, 
In 1872, an earthquake shock In 


re county caused a loss of sixty 
lives in the town of Lone Pine and 
& property loss of $132,000. This 
earthquake was felt well up toward 
Central California, 

These disturbances are the only 
major ones in the modern history of 
the State. They were caused, ac- 
cording to scientists, by “faults” in 
the earth's surface. If one were to 
make a mud pie, and crack it along 
the edge, the crack would represent 
just such a “fmult.” When interior 
strerses occur in the earth, these 
“taults” slip under pressure and then 
there is a quake. These “faults” are 
visible in the Sierras, for miles, the 
earth slip in some places being five 
feet high. | 

Hemet and San Jacinto, shaken 
up today, found it no new experi- 
ence, In 1899, Hemet was virtually 
destroyed, scarcely a building being 
left intact. Since then building in 
brick has been unpopular am 
most of the citizens. San Jacinto’ 
peak is an extinct volcano and dis- 
turbances in its :vicinity Agve been 
frequent for years.

.. JOURNEY OVER ATLANTIC | 
WITH SAMMIES RELATED. 


“Over Here” Sung by Three Thousand 


Voices in English Harbor at Night.

25.—"Over 


ONDON, March 

here, over here,” rang out 

from 3000 Voices over the dark 
waters of an English port. The 
convoy had just swung up the har- 
bor and the transports lay silhouet- 
ted under the stars while the Sam- 
mies gave vent to their feelings by 
Paraphrasing a popular patriotic 
Song, which consisted of merely 
changing the location. 

They were “Over here” at last; 
almost within cannon shot of the 
Kaiser; and their spirits, which had 
been at low ebb occasionally dur- 
ing the tedious voyage, burst forth 
in a flood tide of song, every bar of 
which was a challenge to the Ger- 
mans. Other transports caught 
the spirit, and the night rang with 
the mighty voice of an army di- 
vision. Then spontaneously, there 
broke forth a_ strikingly familiar 
Strain, far down the bay. It was 
“Star Spangled Banner,” sung by 
the Canadians, Australians and New 
Zealanders. The Sammies caught 
it up, and our national anthem lit- 
erally billowed across the water. 
Our boys responded with “God Save 
the King.” Not that they are 
strong for kings as a geéneraj rule, 
but they regard King George as a 
600d sport and a good example of 
what the Kaiser isn't. Anyway, it 
came easy, as it is sung to the tune 
of “My Country ‘tis of Thee."’ 

HARBOR PICTURED. 

Long, slim ferry boats, sneaking 
back and forth between the trans- 
ports, ships slipping out to sea, and 
channel boats caught sight of our 
fellows. Cheers broke out from the 
men, and the women waved hand- 
kerchiefs, while one dainty miss 
stood up on the rail and wildly 
waved her tam o’shanter. 

“Gol dern, I wish she'd fall in so 
I could pull her out,’ volunteered 
“a tall, tough Sammy with a pro- 
nounced TenneSsee drawl, provid- 
ing an anti-climax to one of the 
strangest scenes ever witnessed in 
any country. 

It was the gathering of the clans, 
part of the stream that is flowing 
in from the far corners of the earth 
to wipe out the last vestige of ab- 
solutism—men speaking the same 
language and inspired by the same 
ideals—a new alignment which will 
live long after the Kaiser's rotten 
dynasty has crumbled In the dust 
of defeat. 

Of course, all of them didn’t have 
it figured out just this way. There 
were few philosophers among them. 
They simply knew that there was a 
job to be done. Many may not have 
known exactly what making the 
world safe for democracy meant, 
but they know right from wrong, 
and that is enough. , 
‘Speaking frankly, they were a 
pretty rough bunch, these Sammies, 


Canadians, Australians and New 
Zealanders, big two-fisted chaps 


who figured that they simply had 
come over to kick the stuffing out 
of the Kaiser. After having licked 
the Germans so soundly that they 
will never again go around the 
world poking their snouts into 
other people's business, they will 
put on their coats and call it a good 
day's work. 
MATTER-OF-FACT CHAPS. 

These fellows are very matter-of- 
fact. They kicked some when first 
disturbed, just as they would if they 
were awakened in the middle of the 
night by a  »polecat 
sneaked in through the back gate. 
After killing the polecat they will 
turn in and take a good rest, and 
hope that it will be a warning to 
others. 

Picture it for yourself, this scene 
in a far distant port—this mighty 
armada from the seven seas, cast- 
ing anchor after having run the 
submerine blockade; bulky ships 
casting a shadowy reflection even 
on the dark waters, on which were 


reflected myriad shore lights of a' 


great city, while fields of other 
lights reached far over the hills on 
other sides; the gaily illuminated 
smaller craft which filled the bay 
in greeting: the cheers, the songs, 
then the peculiar drone of count- 
less voices as the soldiers slowly 
subsided into the half silence of 
comfortable conversation, in a night 
that was as balmy as any to be 
found in Southern California, with 
the air filled with that aroma of 
earth and growing things so loved 
by the landsman. who who has been 
weeks at sea. 
THE SEA TRIP. 

The trip is worth the taking be- 
cause of the contrasts and the joy 
of landing, if nothing else. No 
young fellow can afford to miss it. 
One week at sea is enjoyable. The 
second you find yourself leaning 
over the rail, looking across the 
countless miles of huge waves to- 
ward evening and trying to imagine 
that these are ‘western hills behind 
which the sun is setting, and you 
sniff your. nose, which is just nat- 
urally hungry for a whiff of that in- 
describable something which comes 
from grass, flowers and new-mown 
ha 


y. 

Then one fine day you smell the 
land before you see it, hills grad- 
ually rise up that give you some- 
thing solid to look at, sandy beaches 
shimmer at their bases, slopes 
greener than the sea 
view, and presto! there you are, in 
a land-locked harbor with the 
whole town giving you the cheer-oh 
stuff. All 
right “to hum.” 

The vovage itself is some trick, 
and especially that part of it per- 
taining to the actual submarine 
zone. However, before heaving 
anchor, 20 to speak, we will remark 
on a perculiar angle of human 
ture uncovered by the U-boat cam- 
paign. In the ante bellum days 
had the weather forecast shown that 
@ severe storm was brewing at sea, 
few, if any, would have taken pas- 
sage until things became calm, And 
yet with dangers a hundredfold 
greater than any storm lurking in 
the ocean, people voluntarily go0 
forth to face them. * 

“LESE MAJESTY.” 

In short, their attitude is an ac- 
ceptance of the German challenge, 
or rather a defiance of the Kaisers 
bombastic demand that the traveling

It is 
a German weakness that he is un- 
able to penetrate the psychology of 
other peoples. A spirit of adven- 
ture, love of liberty and a sort of 
impudence which the Kaiser prob- 
ably would term lese majesty. will 
be found permeating a majority of

The trip across really. is without] 


any dull moments. It is a sort of 
a game of hide-and-seek with the 
devil. 

Contrary to general belief there 
is not a fixed danger zone, although 
the zone becomes more plainly de- 
fined as you approach the Irish 
coast, a circumstance which isn't 
going to make a certain brand of 
Irish “particularly popular with 
travelers and soldiers. 

As one veteran of many voyages 
expressed it, he considered himself 
in the danger zone immediately the 
convoy slipped beyond the gates of 
an American port. There always is 
the rather Vague possibility of a 
foating mine, far adrift, a sub- 
marine that has cruised beyond the 
customary radius, or a time bomb 
concealed in the hold by some 
German-American, so-called. 

FEAR AT FIRST. 

By a strange operation of the 
mind, a majority of those on board 
were the most uneasy the first day 
out, when the danger really was the‘ 


slightest. Before the American 
Shore had been lost to sight in the 
mist, half those on board. were 


scanning the sea for something un- 
usual. The second day they were 
still on the lfokout, but after that 
settled down to the usual pastimes 
and amusements of a trip at sea, 
And when day after day was reeled 
off without any submarine alarms 
being sounded, most of those on 
board acttglly became bored. Sev- 
eral were heard cussing their luck 
because no subs had been seen. 
They werfe actually disappointed at 
not getting one crack at the hell- 
divers. 


Among the cabin passengers, I ob- 
served a certain peculiarity in that 
most of them experienced just one 
bad day. Some worried the first 
day, others the second, and so forth 
There is no explanation of this, ex- 
cept that every person making the 
trip seems to be due for fust one 
period of depression. Probably it 
was due to Indigestion, and each 
first cabin passenger set apart a dif- 
ferent day for the purpose. 

Of course, there were expections. 
One man especially seemed to have 
a special horror of the sea. I 
don’t think that he shut more than 
one eye at a time all the way over. 
Incessantly he paced the deck. his 
life preserver pressed to his ribs. 
Every time anybody would slam a 
door or drop their false teeth he 
would almost jump out of his union 


suit. 
COMFORTERS. 

Some of the fellows got wise to 
this, and along about dusk, which 
is one of the dangér periods, would 
endeavor to cheer him up by re- 
counting all the worst sea disasters 
of history. They became quite fer- 
tile along ,this line and recounted 
disasters that are not a matter of 
record or later at night - they 
would recite that poem which runs, 
““We are lost,’ the captain shouted, 
as he staggered down the stairs,” 
and sometimes sing, ‘Rescue the 
perishing, care ror the dying.” 

The same fellows responsible for 
this deviltry on the other hand did 
everything possible to make it easy 
for the women and children and 
allay their fears. One woman had 
an attack of nerves that lasted 
throughout the danger zone. 

An elderly Scotchman was threat- 
ened veth a period of depression. 
He sent in a hurry call for brandy 
and soda. After several’ internal 
applications of this he got his nerve 
in hand. “Hic,” he stuttered, “I 
could (hic) spit In the eye of a 
submarine.” Then he rolled over 
and went to sleep without taking 
the trouble to undress. 

KEEP BABIES HOME. 

The case of a mother and tw 
little children was 
pathetic. They had been in Amert- 
ca since the ruthless submarine 
campaign first went into effect. 
However, the woman’s husband had 
been wounded close unto death 
while fighting with the Highlanders, 
and it was necessary for her to re- 
turn home. Whatever fears she en- 
tertained she concealed as well as 
possible, but the children, who had 
heard of the U-boats. wept piteously 
night after night. Another woman

Some would circle the fleet, 
others shoot back and forth between 
the ships, while now and then a 
few of them would wheel suddenly 
and dash off to one side like hunting 
dogs on a fresh scent. In less than 
a minute they would be practically 
out of sight. They having satisfied 
themselves that all was well or dis- 
posed of whatever they found they 
would rejoin the main pack. They 
were part American and part Brit- 
ish. This could be seen from the ar- 
rangement of the smokestacks. 

NEVER SLEEP. 

» The destroyers do their work won- 
derfully. They never sleep. Day and 
night, they are alert, hunting, dart- 
ing, scouting—restless, like a thing 
of life, except that they never seem 
to grow weary. I am not sure that 
it is not these little, silent, unher- 
alded, unsung destroyers which are, 
in the last analysis, winning the war. 
Those of the submarines which they 
have not destroyed, they are driving 
to cover.

That our convoy was shadowed 
by U-boats there is hardly a doubt. 
Evidence of this was seen when 4 
torpedo shot by our stern during 4 
burial service, when the ship had 
stopped.

How 
many wild shots may have grazed 
the ships in the night is now a mat- 
ter of no consequence. In fact, the 
convoy was under a handicap, un- 
fortunately entering the danger zone 
under a full moon. 

UNSUNG HEROES. 

The seamanship of the skippers 
also was masterful. These men and 
their crews are among the real 
heroes of the war, but they are sel- 
dom mentioned, sometimes not when 
they go down with their ships, Our 
captain, a grizzled sea dog—thg one 
with a price on his, head—did not 
leave the bridge during the entire 
trip. 

Finally land broke through the 
mist, the first in a fortnight. Then 
followed the experience of almost en- 
tering port, suddenly turning back 
and zig-zagging among the sub- 
marine nests for another day. All 
sense of direction was lost to any 
except an expert seaman. Sudderly 
small boats seemed to come up from 
the sea in all directions—additional 
destroyers, steam packets, armed 
trawlers, converted yachts, little 
pilot boats that bobbed saucily in the 
heavy sea. They literally swarmed 
around the convoy. TI started to 
count them but had reached only 
fifty when the big ships had swung 
safely into the harbor. 

The little fellows, having seen us 
safely in, urried back to sea, and 
tonight they are keeping that vigil 
which has been unbroken for almost 
four years. 


RUSS RAILWAY TOUCH

Patriots’ Duty is Made Clear at' Big 
Exposition Park Gathering. 


‘66 VERY man in uniform 
is your actual blood sub- 
stitute.

The closing of these offices is on- 
ly a part of the work being car- 
ried on throughout the West to pool 
all railway motive power and equip- 
ment under the plan through which 
Secretary McAdoo is operating all 
the properties in the country as a 
single railway system. 

The ‘western work {is under a 
committee of which William Sproule 
is chairman, and the consolidation 
of traffic is being worked out by a 
subcommittee composed of W. G. 
Barnwell of the Santa Fe, G. W. 
Luce of the Southern Pacific, H. K. 
Faye of the Western Pacific and F. 

Wann of the Salt Lake. This 
committee reports its work directly 
to J. G. Woodworth, regional traf- 
fic director in Chicago. 

SOLICITING CEASES. 


Under the traffic plan all soliciting 
for freight business has ceased, and 
only the physical work on the lines 
necessary to keep them open for 
safe operation is being carried on. 

At the same time checking sta- 
tions have been established in or- 
der to see that freight is routed by 
shippers in the most expeditious 
manmer. 

In the old days, a bright solicitor, 
say for the Santa Fe, in San Fran- 
cisco would get all the business pos- 
sible for his road and would route 
the San Francisco shipments des- 
tined for Minneapolis, for instange, 
via Barstow. The same would apply 
on the Southern Pacific, for goods 
would be routed to Chicago from 
San Francisco by El] Paso. In this 
fashion the railroad getting the long 
haul would absorb most of the 
freight charges. At the present 
time, however, San Francisco ship- 
ments must go East wherever pos- 
sible by the Western Pacific or 
Union Pacific. Los Angeles ship- 
ments for Montana are generally 
sent by the Salt Lake, and in every 
case possible—unless the lines are 
congested by troop train movements 
—all freight moves over the most 
direct line. 

At the same time a plan is being 
worked out for handling all goods 
under one way bill in order to ¢x+ 
pedite the shipment of g00ds 
through terminals. 

Under this plan of operation the 
railroads which have a shortage of 
cars or of motive power call upon 
other roads to make up their de- 
ficiencies, nd the same pooling of 
operation extends even to supplies on 
hand in the various storehouses. 


SHORTEST ROUTE. 


Under the present system the 
shipper is checked up and is forced 
to route his goods by the shortest 
route as well as to load his cars to 
full capacity. 

kK. M. Nichols of the car service 
section of the railway administra- 
tion has been particularly active in 
forcing the loading of cars, and has 
issued a warning to shippers that 
unless they pay particular attention 
to the loading feature they will bring 
upon themselves a car shortage 
which will cripple their own busi- 
néss, 


In the passenger service no dras- 
tic cuts have yet been made in Pa- 
cifie service, but it is expected that 
orders along this line will be re- 
ceived in the near future. 

The committees tn charge are al- 
so attempting, wherever possible, 
to supplement the use of steam 
lines with electric properties, and 
the wasteful practice of paralieling 
facilities has been definitely stopped. 


The results obtained have been 
remarkable. Freight cars and loco- 
motives on the Pacific system of the 
Southern Pacific are doing three 
times the service they were three 
years ago. 

This fact is brought out in a 
graphic chart prepared by T. 0. Ed- 
wards, auditor of the company. The 
chart shows the definite and meas- 
urable results achieved as a result 
of the efforts of the railroads and 
the co-operation of the shippers in 
the campaign to secure effective use 
of cars. . 

“In January, 1915," explained Au- 
ditor Edwards, “the average freight 
car on our Pacific system did work 
equivalent to carrying 9000 tons of 
freight one mite. By the beginning 
of this year our average freight car 
was hauling 25,000 tons. Part of 
this achievement can be traced to 
the fact that the average capacity 
per car has risen in the same period 
from 43.6 tons to 44.9 tons, but the 
real factor has been the success of 
our campaign for better and quicker 
loading, both on the part of our 
employees and the shipping public. 
Keeping the cars moving has also 
contributed. 

“A like movement its seen tn the 
work done by locomotives. On the 
average a locomotive hauled 412,- 
000 tons of revenue freight a mile 
in January, 1915, and 1,300,000 
tons on the first of this year. This 
was accomplished by keeping trains 
moving over the road and engines 
out of the repair shops. 

“There is every indication that the 
railroads of thie country are facing 
for the coming season even greater 
traffic burdens than have yet been 
experienced. The Southern Pacific 
is doing all in its power to prepare 
itself for the test and earnestly 
hopes that shippers will realize also 
their responsibility in the matter 
and continue to co-operate loyally 
in making effective use of all avail- 
able equipment.”

REYNOLD E. BLIGHT. 
CHURCH OF THE PEOPLE. 


“A large oversubscription of the 
third Liberty Loan by 190,000,000 
people will do as much to break 
down the morale of the German 
people, as the armies of Foch, Halg 
and Pershing,” declared Reynold 
E. Blight, in an address before the 
Chureh of the People, yesterday 
morning. “It will serve notice up- 
on the war lords that the United 
States Is in the war with a serious 
purpose and is determined to see 
~! through to a triumphant conclu- 
sion. 

“The days of fatuous pacificism, 
of vain hopes of peace by negotia- 
tion, of temporizing and equivoca- 
tion are over. Our brave President 
cries that we will meet the brute 
force of autocracy with the conse- 
crated force of the awakened free 
peoples and it is for us to see that 
this force shall not lack power. 
Wars are won by a combination of 
men, munitions, money and morale. 
We must demonstrate to the world 
our morale, by supplying the money 
to buy the munitions, to back up 
our men who are. courageously 
fighting our battles in France. A 
man who can, but will not buy 
Liberty Bonds, should be treated as 
a slacker, worthy only of contempt. 
The lines are being sharply drawn 
in these trumpet times. There are 
only two kinds of people in this 
country today, the true-blue Amer!l- 
cans and slackers. And every true- 
blue American, who can by any 
sacrifice €o s0; owns Liberty Bonds 
as a proof and pleijige of his pa- 
triotism. Better invest in Liberty 
Bonds than pay tribute to the 
Kaiser and his cruel war lords.” 


DR. ANDREWS. 
PLYMOUTH CONGREGATIONAL. 

“The two corner-stones are fuee- 
dom and union. Their other names 
are liberty and love. Both are 
necessary. When the Allies shall 
have won the victory over the 
armed forces of Prussia, they must 
be in a position to lay beside the 
blood-bought corner-stone of free- 
dom the other corner-stone of 
union, 

“Unless the second corner-stone 
is laid with the first, there is 
grave danger that the world’s his- 
tory will repeat the history of the 
Enited States. After this war 
against the «nation that opposes 
freedom there is likely to be an- 
other war, costly and bloody, 


against “the nation,” or nations, 
that may deny the obligations of 
union. 


“To the end that we may not only 
win freedom, but also establish un- 
ion, we must steadfastly endeavor 
to keép the temper that makes for 
unity and concord. To give way 
to feelings of hatred and of ven- 
geance is to endanger the very 
cause for which we are fighting and 
sacrificing. 

“It is a thing we must hate, and 
not a person or a nation. We must 
hate the lust for world-power, 
which once crazed Julius Caesar 
and once Napoleon Bonaparte, and 
which is now making crazy brutes 
of Kaiser William and his Prussian 
advisers. 

“To put the crazy men where 
they can do no further harm is cer- 
tainly the first and, at present, the 
most pressing part of our task. But 
the whole of our task is to rid the 
world forever of the thing which 
has made them crazy. This can be 
accomplished only by federation 
and union. This demands the spirit 
of sympathy and love. 

“Therefore, not tn brutish passion 
arous@éd against the atrocities of 
crazy | beasts must we fight, but in 
holy wrath aroused against the 
thing which makes them beasts— 
in holy wrath, but with clear vision, 
with sane minds and with pure 
hearts.”’ 


REV. H. B. SMITH. 
IMMANUEL PRESBYTERIAN. 


“IT am not a pessimist, but I con- 
fess that in my own mind two alter- 
natives stand out very clearly: Lib- 
erty Bonds on the one hand, and 
German bonds, or bondage, on the 
other; and of these I prefer the 
former, for the following reasons: 

‘The security is better. The Unit- 
ed States government stands behind 
these bonds, and we can depend on 
Uncle Sam to keep his word. If you 
cannot trust Uncle Sam, the last 
three years have clearly shown that 
you cannot trust Uncle William.

cent., 50 per cent., 75 per cent. of 
all your possessions for this war?’ 
It does ask an infinitesimally small 
percentage in the shape of a grad- 
uated income tax, but when we see 
how insignificant it is, we will pay 
that tax with a smile. 

“But these Liberty Bonds are not 
confiscation; they are investment. 
The Liberty Bond is like life insur- 
ance, in that it says: ‘Now, I will 
do two things at the same time: 


protect you, and pay you interest} 


on your money.’ S&So the investor is 
killing two birds with one stone. 

“Suppose that this nation, in- 
stead of betng the creditor of the 
United States government, is the 
debtor of the German government. 
What then? Germany has sald so 
openly what she will do to us tn the 
event of victory, that we cannot be 
surprised when she fulfills her 
promise. 

“The one is a loan to God Al- 
mighty; the other, a work of the 
devil. 

“If this war was not made fn hell, 
then it was devised in its nearest 
suburb, Germany. Why, if you 
cannot smell the fire and 0»brim- 
stone in the midst of the German 
gas, oozing out of the newspaper 
reports of these atrocities, your nose 
needs fixing. I don’t mean to be 
presumptuous, and to dictate to Al- 
mighty God where He shall take 
His stand; but I can stand with un- 
covered head and heart before Him 
and say: ‘Oh, God, unless I have 
entirely misunderstood Thee, unless 
the Sermon on the Mount misrep- 
resents Thy Son, then I shall find 
Thee on the western line of the 
western front. And I believe that 
our brave Alifes have not merely 
the wall of the sea behind them, 
but the wall of Almighty God.’”

E LIBERTY LOAN CANVASS. , 

_. There ars still men and women in Los 
Angeles who do not realize what the war 
means, who are indifferent to the present 
situation. The house-to-house canvass is 
revealing this fact. And there are more 
native-born Americans among these sfack- 
ers than foreign-born. They are the people 
who have no men in the army and no money 
in bonds—or even in thrift stamps. They 
are pursuing their own personal interests, 
are absorbed in their business, their social 
affairs, their own families or their pleas- 


ures, and give no thought to the deadly 


perils and the imperative needs of the 
brave men who are going out to battle for 
their protection and safety. They have no 
sense of personal responsibility to the gov- 
ernment that has given them liberty, safety, 
opportunity. They consider that they are 
doing their whole duty by paying their 
taxes—and the chances are that many of 
these un-Americans are the kind that don't 
pay taxes—-they are the drifters, who are 
the curse and menace of our present-day 
life. 

Indifference is the most deadly foe which 
our country now has to face. Yes, even the 
armies of the Kaiser are less of a danger 
to the real welfare of the United States 
than these citizens who don’t care—who re- 
fuse to put themselves out or to disturb 
their minds by sharing in the defense of 
the nation. a 

A registration’ of such citizens is being 
made—it may be possible to bring pressure 


to bear which will force them to buy bonds,,| 


where they are able to do so. But far more 
important than the money to be secured, 
is the awakening of their minds to their 
duty as American citizens. It would seem 
‘hat the terrible danger, the sacrifice of 
life, the necessity of supplies for our own 


army and for our Allies, must appeal even 
to the most selfish and callous mind. If 


the awful lessom of this present battle is 
lost upon them, # looks as though nothing 
within the power of man could wake them 
up to a real patriotic feeling. Yet the safety 
of the country must not be imperiled by 
the selfishness and \blindness of people who 
acknowl@dge no allegiance to the country 
which shelters them and gives them a 
chance to live and earn in*quiet security. 


HE FLOOD OF WAR. —_ 


Time was when the earth was washed 


clean of the crimes and the stains of men 
by a flood of great waters. Today, the world 
is being bathed in blood, which is washing 
out once again the false gods created by 
man, and the sins of their worship. Before 
this tide of crimson, many beliefs and the- 
ories, founded in untruth, are crumbling: 
the complexities and superfluities with 
which humanity has burdened itself, are 
vanishing, the shams and selfishness that 
were eating at the core of existence are 


being drowned out. 


Before its mighty devastation, govern- 
ments built upon the oppression of the weak 
by the strong, on slavery of man to man. on 
tyranny on the one hand and ignorance 
upon the other—upon anything but justice 
and the will of the people to be governed, 
are crumbling. Freedom—the true liberty 
that gives like protection and opportunity to 
all, which insures safety and justice and 
voice to the governed, will eventually lift 
its head from these ruins. The great war 
cannot end now until the most deadly men- 
ace to human liberty yet known, the im- 
perialism and militarism of Germany, 1s 
ended; until absolute monarchy, autocracy, 
vassalage, commercial and industrial depre- 
dations—all of the forms of government 
based upon might rather than right—have 
been destroyed and replaced by at least the 
beginnings of true democracy. 


But these great changes in the history © 


and political economy of the earth cannot 
take place and become permanent merely 
through victory of the Allies and defeat of 
the Central Powers, or through treaties and 
diplomacy. They must be founded upon pro- 
found convictions in the minds of men. Dur- 
ing the centuries which have culminated in 
our present stage of civilization, material 
advancement has become the idol of men's 
hearts. Bitter competition between nations 
and between individuals: the struggle for 
life, individual advancement and aggrandize- 
ment—these things have more and more 
absorbed the energies of mankind. 

Now, suddenly, war has become the great 
factor and the supreme interest in the lives 
and the thought of a large portion of the 
human race, Directly or indirectly, almost 
every unit of every civilized nation is af- 
fected by the conflict. For the moment, a 
vital common interest has welded the people 
of many nations into a nationa] and an in- 
ternational unity which must have a lasting 
and far-reaching influence upon the future 
thought and relations of these citizens and 
these countries. On the battle fronts and 
at home, the great and the small, the capi- 
talist and the laborer, the college graduate 
and the illiterate boy from some back coun- 


try farn’ are working side by side, thinking” 


the same thoughts --d fighting the same 
fight Men of many tongues and races of 
far corners of earth are standing together 
facing a common foe. The lessons that are 
being ground into the hearts and souls of 
men by the great wash of the present flood- 
tide of the war, with its untold horrors of 
bloodshed and suffering, will surely bear 
fruit. The hatred of the things for which 
German imperialism stands must bring deep- 
rooted reforms—we cannot, as yet, conceive 
how great and profound may be the up- 


heaval dated from this new period In human 


exolution. 

One important result is already apparent. 
We are getting back to a truer sense of 
valueé. Our human relations are being sim- 
plified; family ties are being strengthened; 
simple neighborliness and friendliness are 
taking the place of social distinctions; racial 
prejudices and misunderstandings are fad- 
ing out. A new emphasis is being placed 
on pure physical strength and fitness; new 
measures are being set for actual ability and 
capability: a higher estimate is assured for 
manual! dexterity and precision. A new 
standard of living has been forced upon 
people. Luxury, extravagance, idleness—of 
bagy and of mind-—cankers which have 
eaten out the heart of race after race, and 
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which have fastened themselves upon the 
Vitals of the present day generations are 
being cleansed in this new flood. 


~ A spiritual awakening is follo ring the 


flow of war-tide enthusiasm. Men and wom- 
en who had seemed to be sunk in material- 
ism, who were living crassly, blindly for 
themselves and their own personal('interests 
are found freely sacrificing théir purses 
and their service, offering their own lives 
and giving their best loved ones, not only 
for the defense of their own country, but for 
an ideal—a sense that the liberty of the 
human race must be protected and pre- 
served. Men and women have stepped 


from lives of pleasure and money-getting, 


from social functions and home life, from 


} intellectual and artistic pursuits, into dan- 


ger, discomfort, into not only the agony of 
death, but the greater test of courage—tor- 
ture. And they have met the chances of 
the trenches and the front line, unflinching- 
ly, with a bravery never surpassed. And at 
home, wives, mothers, fathers have lifted 
their hearts in prayer and sent words of 
hope and cheer; have dried their eyes and 


smiled: have done their “bit” faithfully. A 


new and deeper faith, a revival of the stern 
virtues that make strong souls has come to 
the world out of the tidal wave that has 
almost encompassed us. 

Naturally, such an upheaval of the estab 
lished order of things is creating a wave of 
intellectual readjustment. Science, as ap 
plied to means and methods of warfare, has 


made vast strides since 1914. Education is 


already undergoing a reconstruction, the 
academic and theoretical giving place to the 
living word and the practical result. In the 
glaring light cast by the events of the past 
four years, much of our elaborate theoriz- 
ing upon man and hig reactions under the 
names of political science, sociology, meta- 
physics and so on, is crumtpling into heaps 
of useless words. The philosophy of 
Nietzsche defying brain and losing itself to 
madness in the mazes of “pure reason,” and 
all the materialism of his followers who 
have built up the structure of “superman”; 
the vagaries and deceptions of esoterics; 
the shackles of creed and tradition~all 
these are being swept into the rubbish heap 
or purified of their excrescences by the 
great revival of the elemental truths that 
alone can meet the needs of humanity in 
such a crisis. 

The awful conditions in Russia are demon- 
strating beyond argument the fallacy of the 
Socialist doctrine that government may be 
established and maintained without regard 
to individual or condition. Here is an in- 
delible and undeniable picture of the results 
attained by professional Socialists, in at- 
tempting to govern a nation by theory and 
upon the hypothesis that society can be 


treated as a thesis, divided and subdivided, 


directed and controlled merely by words. 
The end of this war flood is not yet. To- 
day we cannot predict when or how the tide 
may turn—we only know that it must sub- 
side through the conquest of the evil forces 
that opened the floodgates. We can faintly 
foresee what rights have been rooted, what 
wrongs wiped out. We only know that the 
baptism of blood sinks deep into the human 


soul—its stain cannot easily be washed off—-. 


its bitterness: is not soon forgotten. The 
blood which has soaked-the earth on the 
fields of Verdun and Picardy must bear 
fruits—a hundred-fold. We of this gen- 
eration may not reap the harvest that shall 
follow the war; but generations to come 
will date their history from the year 1914.

tions which founded the Asiatic empires, 
which, in turn, preceded Grecian culture and 
Roman conquest. With all the learning 
which preceded the advent of the Savior, it 
was believed that the earth was flat and that 
the sun revolved around it.

Peace and war have given 
us for our country a hemisphere whose 
boundaries are washed by Arctic and tropic, 
and Atlantic, and Pacific and Orient seas, 
and we have welcomed to fairer opportuni- 
ties and improved lives many millions of 
men and women from “over there.” | 
Is this great Ship of State, this mighty 
and beautiful bark that is freighted with 


the science of the ages, and carries the 


happiness and the hopes of mankind, to be 
dynamited and wrecked and her fragments 
strewn upon the shores of Time through the 
machinations of the inhuman devil who in 
his crazed ambition has ruined Germany 
and threatens to ruin the civilized world?

Not 
one of the men in those gangs wags “fit” for 
active service; most of them werc far past 
the age limit; a part of them were Amer- 
icans who had just started into traning 
behind the lines. Yet they held that line 
like” veterans. This tale sounds like the 
vagary of some correspondent suffering 
from shell shock; but it is vonched for by 


‘the English General Staff and the Premier. 


Naturally the question rises whether it does 
not point to a way of getting our Liberty 
boys sooner into action. Has not the idea 
of training troops to the minute heen car- 
ried to the extreme? What Gen. Carey did 
others can do; what those middle aged and 
untrained men did the men fresh irom our 
training camps can repeat. The fault may 
have been in part with the German command- 
er who permitted himself to be bluffed by 
a fine show of spirit; but the incidert is 
one which is well worth the careful con- 
sideration of the militarists.

KAISER CALLED GERMANS 
“HUNS” IN BOXER AFFAIR. 


Emperor’s Frightfulness Denounced in 
London Pulpit Years Ago. 


OW Mrs. 
Angeles heard Kaiser Wil- 
liam'’s policy of frightfulness 

denounced from a London pulpit in 
1900, was told last night by Rev. 
Charles C. Selecman, during the 
course of his sermon at Trinity Audi- 
torium M. E. Church. Dr. Selecman 
told how Mrs. Burns, cashier of the 
local office of the Northwestern Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company, was 
making a tour of Europe in 1900. 
She attended services on Sunday 
morning, July 29, at Dr. Joseph 
Parker's immense church in Lon- 


don. Her diary takes up the inci- 
demt as follows: 
Sunday, July 29.—Attended 


Dr. Joseph Parker's church this 
morning. He made some very 
pertinent remarks-——saild among 
other things, after quoting from 

a scientific paper, the following: 

“Man is gradually acquiring con- 

trol over the laws of nature.” 

“M never looks so nearly 
what is as in a severe thun- 
der storm.” 

After the sermon was through 
and the choir had finished sing- 
ing, Dr. Parker made the state- 
ment that Saturday's paper an- 
nounced a speech by the Ger- 
man Empertr in which he in- 
voked the aid and guidance of 
God and then instructed his 
troops to give the “Chinese no 
quarter,” to take no prisoners, 
for he would have it that no 
“Chinaman should look askance 
at a German for 1000 years.’ 

Dr. Parker stated that with 
the affairs of state he did not 
meddle, but when Divine aid was 
implored, in such a cause, he 
must sound a personal protest 
and. that he would say to the 
Chinese that the Voice of a 
Christian people was not that 
as expressed by the German 
Emperor, but rather that of 
kindness and mercy, etc. 

At the close of his remarks 
his congregation cheered him. 
Dr. Parker's church holds 
about 2500 to 30009. 

RECALLED TO MIND. 

The incident had passed from 
Mrs. Burns's mind until the United 
States government's publication or 
book? entitled “German War Prac- 
tice,”” came to her attention. In this 


speech. 

“Why, that is the speech I heard 
denounced in London,” she said to 
W. K. Murphy, general agent of the 
company. She looked in her diary 
and it fitted\S\in with the govern- 
ment’s account tn the book. 

Part 1 of this book ts devoted to 
German practice and treatment of 
civilians in war times. The book, 
which is edited by Dana C. Munro 
of Princeton University, cites ex- 
amples from Von Moltke, Von Hart- 
mann and other German generals in 
defence of ruthlessness, and con- 
tinues: 

“The very best illustration of this 
attitude, however, is to be found in 
the Emperor's various speeches, and 
especially in his speech to his sol- 
diers on the eve of their departure 
for China, in 1900. On July 27, the 
Kaiser went to Bremerhaven to bid 
farewell to the German troops, 

KAISER’'S ADMONITTION. 

“As they were drawn up, ready to 
embark for China, he addressed to 
them a last official message from the 
Fatherland. The local newspaper 
reported his speech in full. In it 
appeared this advice and admoni- 
tion from ,.the Emperor, the com- 
mander-in-chief of the army, the

“‘As soon as you come te 
blows with the ermemv he will be 
beaten.

As the Huns, under King 
Attila, made a name for them- 
sélves, which is still mighty in 
traditions and legends today, 
may the name of Germany be 
so fixed in China by your deeds 
that no Chinese shall ever again 
dare even to look at a German 
askance. .*. Open the way 
for Kultur once for all.’” 

An interesting sidelight on the 
speech is seen in the use of the word 
“Huns” by the Emperor and his 
proud comparison of his soldiers 
with ‘the barbarians whose dedds 
were frightfulness itself. 

The government publication states 
that the Emperor's speech caused 
trouble in Germany. Efforts were 
made by his advisers to have it 
suppressed. It was too late. The 
|word Ffuns as standing for Ger- 
man war makers had been made 
famous. When letters began to 
come back to Germany from Ger- 
man soldiers in China, telling of 
atrocities they had committed there 
and of their looting 
houses and temples, the German So- 
clalist paper Vorwaerts printed 
these letters unde the heading ‘“‘Let- 
ters of the Huns:
